Torchlight Parade and Hex Bonfire

According to Scandinavian folklore, tossing straw hexes into the flames of the bonfire 
brings good luck and freedom from evil spirits to those who pitch a straw doll into the fire. 

During preparation for the 1980 Festival, the hexes were nowhere to be found and none 
were tossed into the bonfire. This may be the reason why Miss Scandinavia 1980 had a ter- 
rible time keeping on her crown. 

The straw hexes are made each year by the Scandinavian Festival Court and volunteers.

Liisa Penner was born in Iisalmi, Finland, in 
1940. Her father, Charles Mellin was an 
American of mainly Swedish and German ances- 
try. He had sailed with some 175 volunteers from 
the United States to Finland to help defend 
Finland against Russian bombing attacks. A 
sense of adventure led him to join the Finnish 
army. Liisa’s mother, Helmi Huttunen, was born 
in Finland, but had lived for several years in the 
United States. She was impelled to return to 
Finland and offer help in the war effort. In March

1940, the Finns and Russians signed a peace 
treaty. Charles and Helmi were married a month 
later and Liisa was born at the end of the year. 

In 1941, Liisa and her mother left Finland to 
join her father, who had earlier returned to the 
United States. The war between Russia and 
Finland resumed and raged all over Europe, but 
Liisa and her parents reached a safety and securi- 
ty her Finnish relatives would not know for 
years. 

The family lived in Chicago where Liisa’s 
sister Karen was born. The family moved to 
Southern California, and in 1951, Liisa, Karen 
and their mother moved to Astoria where they 
had some distant relatives. Liisa and Karen 
worked at their mother’s restaurant in the after- 
noons and summers. 

In 1958, Liisa graduated from Astoria High 
School, then attended the University of Oregon 
where she earned bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees in anthropology.

Norwegian immigrant Clemet B. Paulsen 
was born Feb. 17, 1924 in Haslum, west of 
Oslo, Norway. Educated in Norway, he grad- 
uated as a forester. He spent most of his time 
in the forest and schools during the German 
occupation of Norway during World War II.

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In 1947, Clemet married Liv Thorsrud 
who was from Porsgrunn, Telemark. Hungry 
for adventure after years of war, the young 
couple set out on a trip of discovery. They 
spent their honeymoon on a trip sailing on the 
Queen Mary to the United States. 

The couple visited Astoria, where 
Clemet’s uncle, Peter Paulsen co-owned Owl 
Drug Store with Frank Berg. Clemet and Liv 
also visited Los Angeles, Minot, N.D. and 
New York City. They were so impressed with 
America that they applied for an emigration 
visa and moved to Astoria in 1949. 

Clemet worked for the City of Astoria, 
Weyerhauser and Weedman Lumber in 
Longview, Wash. Another two years were 
spent working for Lumber Dryers Inc. in 
Chico, Calif. Liv worked at St. Johns 
Hospital in Longview. 

In 1954, the Paulsens returned to Norway 
to enter the lumber business with Clemet’s 
brother. But the good life kept calling them 
back to the United States. In 1956, they 
returned to Oregon. 

Clemet was a forester for Crown 
Zellerbach and moved up the ladder to con- 
tract logging supervisor and forest manager, 
over 26 years of employment.

Sven Sundstrom 


The Vasa Lodge has chosen Sven A. 
Sundstrom, a man who has realized his hopes 
and dreams in America, as the 1999 Swedish 
immigrant of the year. 

Born on Aug. 19, 1932, in Herston, a tiny 
farm village in northern Sweden, close the 
the Arctic Circle, Sven was raised as the sixth 
child and had 11 brothers and sisters. After 
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working on the family farm and attending 
seven years of schooling, he attended the 
Merchant Marine School in Goteborg for one 
year. He then served in the Swedish Merchant 
Marine, visiting many foreign ports. He also 
served one year in the Swedish Navy. Other 
jobs in Sweden included working as a cou- 
pling man for the railroad, a blower at a steel 
mill and serving as a foreman at a steel 
wholesale outlet. 

His interest in America was piqued in 
1957 when an uncle visited Sweden in his big 
Chrysler. The car made such an impression 
on the young man, that his curiosity about 
America became too difficult to suppress. He 
asked his uncle to sponsor him to emigrate. 
His uncle, who lived in Port Angeles, Wash., 
agreed. 

As Sven said, quoting an old immigrant 
song, “I packed my America trunk, took God 
in hand and went out on the ocean.” He trav- 
eled on the Gripsholm from Goteborg to New 
York, then took a three-day train trip to 
Seattle. “I think I may have caused some stir 
on the train,” said Sven, “because I had 
brought my Swedish accordion with me, and 
at the urging of my countrymen, some 
Germans and maybe some Irish, I started to 
play and everybody seemed to have a good

time. I could not speak English, so it was 
kind of hard to tell what people thought, but 
at least no one threw any eggs at me!”
